EXAMINER'S COMMENTS AND REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
In view of applicant's amendments to the claims, and the arguments regarding 
MPEP806.05(c), the restriction requirement is withdrawn and claims 13-18, 21-27, 30, 32, and 
33 are rejoined. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record teaches or discloses a lithographic apparatus, a device 
manufacturing method, a transfer apparatus or a method of transferring and object comprising a 
gripper for at least one of gripping at a first position and releasing at a second position and 
gripping at the second position and releasing at the first position, a measurement device to 
measure a relative position of the gripper with respect to the receiver in at least one direction, 
wherein a relative position error is determined with respect to a desired position based on the 
measured position, and the relative position of the gripper with respect to the receiver is adjusted 
based on the reduction of the relative position error and a difference in relative velocity or 
acceleration between the gripper and the receiver.
